practically all of them bore up bravely and even 


managed a smile. 


‘ Officially, no non-evacuees were supposed to go on board, 


but not a few managed it by helping 
youngsters up the gang-planks. 


The majority of farewells, however, 
were said on ’ the wharf itself and 
around the foot of the gangway, giv- 
ing a newsreel .cameraman a chance 
to get many effective “close-ups” for 
the American newsreels. 

People hung around the wharf as 
Jong as possible, despite the steady 
drizzle, until eventually the conductor, 
growing impatient and realising that 
other batches were arriving in a 
minute or two, cried out:— ‘AIL my 
party on board please!” : 

her there were hurried hand- 

shakes, last, lingering kisses and a 

joke or two which, as happens at 

moments of emofional tension like 
these, drew an inordinate- amount 
of laughter. 

As one by one the evacuees broke 
Joose and hurried up the gangway — 
many: of them literally racing up to 

. get inside the ship before the tears 
started! to falk —- there arose a babble 
of lnst-minute instructions: and good- 


wishes!—- 
“tSo Long! ”’ 


“So long, Harry, see you soon — 
Write: as: soon as you get there, dear 
ian: Ton’t hang around the wharf, 
darling, go on,. go. —. Be seeing you 
soon —- Look after yourself — Now, 


don’t worry, everything’ll turn out all 


right —- Hope you have a good cabin 
— You'll soon be back,” and so on. 
Once on board, the evacuees lined 


the railings and port-holes, waving |}. . 


and’ calling out last minute instruc- 
tions. Here and there, one evacuee 
raised’ a grumble about the accom~- 
modation, shrieking it out down to 
those on the wharfe-- “I’ve got a 
camp-bed down by the galley in the 
bottom, of the ship — My cabin is 
crowded with camp-beds!” 

The other. spirit was displayed by 
one married woman, who called down 
to her, husband:—“We're in the Palm 
Room!” “Is it all right?” he called 
back. She nodded. ;

But her young son ‘rather spoiled 
it. “But. its empty,” he cried”—there’s 
nothing in it but camp-beds.’’ “Hush, 
child,’: said his mother, smiling, “it’s 
only for two nights!” 


“Kiddies’ Adventure’’ 

On the whole, the children © were 
the less affected by the going away, 
and most of them looked upon it as 
a glorious adventure, as children gen- 
erally do. They beamed and waved 
their farewells as they went up the 
gang-plank and once ‘on board be- 
came somewhat of a problem to wor- 
ried mothers, as they proceeded to 
try and run -about all over the ship 


“and get lost.” 


Standing -by one gang-plank for 
over an hour, the “China Mall” re- 
presentative saw only one small child 
in tears — and those tears’ seemed 
to be more In sympathy with those 
_pouring down the cheeks of her 
mother than of any personal con- 
cern. 

As the noon-hour struck, many of 
the husbands, relatives and friends 
on the wharf left, shouting out:— 
“We'll be back by 2 o’clock and stay 
till the ship goes!” : 
“Most. of them appeared to be’ in 
fairly high spirits, although a lot of 
this was camouflage, for the benefit 
of the. evacuees, As one man said, 
however:—"It’s like Christmas, it 
only happens once a year! Let's go 
and get a drink!” ~ 

The Arrangements 

The evacuees started to arrive 
the reception centres long before the 
appointed time. The two main cen- 
tres at Hong Kong were the Glouces- 
ter Arcade and the lounge of the 
Hong Kong Hotel. Entrance to the 
Arcade was in Des Voeux Road, and 
as soon as the evacuees arrived they 
were relieved of their suitcases, which 
were returned to them on board ship, 
and their passports were examined 
and stamped . “Hong Kong Official 
Evacuee.” : 


at 
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After getting certificates of clean 
health, they sat quietly in the lounge, 
awaiting further instructions. 

At the . Hong Kong Hotel, ‘ the 
evacuees: entered the downstairs 
jounge by way of the main entrance. 
As in the, case of Tuesday's registra- 
tion, they were guided by ropes and 
volunteer helpers up to the desks to 
receive their identification labels and 
to be relieved of their suitcases. 


Last ‘““Toasts”  . 

The snack bar, at the back, had 
been turned into a temporary “medi- 
cal department,” where health certi- 
ficates were distributed. They then 
sat down in Mac’s Cafeteria, waiting 
to be taken down to the ship. - 

In both hotels, many “last toasts” 
were drunk in tea or stronger fare 
as the evacuees tried to keep up 
thelr spirits. Most of them man- 
aged to look not too unhappy, but 
“here and there a sudden display of 
-bad-temper or even.a fit of quiet 
-sobbing showed where tthe tension 
had. been more than .a poor woman 
could bear. | 4 oh : 

Pedder Street parking space _ was 
cleared: for‘the ‘lorries taking the 
evacuees’ suitcases down to the two 
Empress liners, while several of the 
largest Diesel-engined buses on the 
Island were drawn up outside the 
hotels. 

In batches of 25 or 30, the evacuees 
filed out onto the street, mingling with 
the large crowd of husbands, friends 
and relatives many of whom were 
unable to get down to the wharf. 
Conductors—wearing green brassards 
—hurried around and: gently ‘ pried 
them loose’ and got them. into the 
waiting buses. - oo 

“Evacuees Only” 

As each bus moved off with its 
party, a small crowd followed it down 
to the Star Ferry pier, where a spe- 
cial area next to the travel office and 
telephone booths had been roped off 
and marked “Evacuees Only.” 

Here the evacuees 
for the ferries, which were being run 
at five-minute intervals in order to 
handle the rush. As each ferry made 
fast and discharged its incoming pas- 
sengers, the regular outgoing passen- 
gers were held up until a batch of 
25 to 30 evacuees had gone ‘on board 
and were. safely “coralled” in one of 
the cabins — again marked “For 


‘Evacuees Only.” 


Around the windows clustered those 
oming down to see them safely to the 


‘the nurses of the 
sat and waited. 


shipside, but, in order to prevent a 
hopeless confusion ‘at the other end, 
the conductors were adamant in re- . 
fusing to allow any “mixing.” - 
Arrived at Kowloon, those bound 
for the smaiier Empress boat—those 
who registered at the Hong Kong 
Hotel and Hong Kong Club—were 
carefully marshalted along to the 
gang-plank, while others," destined 
for the larger Empress boat—just 
back from troop-ship work “some- | 
where else’—were placed on board 
buses and driven along Canton 
_ Road to No. 5 wharf. ‘ 
_ At both No. 1 and No. 5 wharf, ar- 
rangements were the same. Down the 
centre of the wharf a sort of corridor 
with bamboo barricades on both sides - 
had been erected. One end .was the 
entrance, the other end the “exit,” 
consisting of the gang-plank gofig up 
into the ship. ; . 
Police, officers at the entrance end 
assisted ‘the “conductors” of the pac- 
ties in seeing that evacuees only 2n- 
tered the “corral.” Those accompany- 
ing them had to keep outside the cor- 
ridor, although not a few, carrying 
children or small bundles and packets 
of food, were able to: bluff, their way 
past the “Watchdogs” and, ina few 
cases where the mother was obviously 
feeling the effects of the strain ana 
could not possibly carry the baby up 
the gang-plank and onto the ship, they 
were even able to accompany . her up 
the gang-plank. They had to Jeave 
again immediately. - aa 
There were one or two cases that 
had to be ‘brought by cambulanc:. 
These were given. the best cabins. 
The other passengers were allotted ca~ 
bins or “dormitories,” and since the 
accommodation included both bunks 
and camp-beds, these were not allot- 
ted, the occupants of each cabin being 
allowed to sort out the accommodation 
for themselves so that, apparently, 
there should be no voices yaised in ob- 
jection: —“Why should’ she be given 
the bunk and me the camp-bed?” 


Smooth Process | 
While things -were rather crowded 
‘at most. of the xeception centres, em- 
parkation at the wharves was smooth 
and rapid, and thanks’ for this are 
largely due to the policy of sending ; 
little batches of 25 or so at a time. 
These had time to say farewells at 
the ship-side and then. get on board 
before the next patch ‘arrived, so that 
there was absolutely no confusion. 
But no organization, 00 matter how 
well planned, is likely. to be a success 
unless those helping in. it are smooth 
and efficient workers. And, in a large 
measure, much of the credit is due to 
Mobile Column, 
H.K.V.D.C., who, clad in neat white 
uniforms, have been busy all day at 
the reception centres, wharves and 0” 
board ship, helping people into buses, 
out -of buses, up the gang-plank and 
into their cabins or “dormitories,” 
while others were scattered about the 
place, looking after little childr :n, 
keeping them happy and quiet, or else 
standing by ready to administer first 
aid should any evacuee find the strain 
of leaving home , and dear ones too 
much for her. ; : ‘

Meanwhile, the United States has 
fully awakened to the dangers of 
an Axis victory. President: Roosevelt 
has already translated his words into 
action by giving the Allies the fullest 
material aid. and has embarked the 
U.S. government on a titanic ‘naval 
building programme unequalled in 
American annals; he has called for - 
huge appropriations for the greatest 
air armada of all time and_ started 
calling more men to the colours; he 
has changed the single-party com- 
plexion gf his cabinet by appointing 
Stimson and Knox as War and Navy 
Secretaries, respectively. All these 
are veritable straws in the wind which 
indicate unerringly the direction of 
American policy. 

America wil} not likely send troops 
to Britain, but it is highly certain 
that when the threatened Nazi inva- 
sion becomes a fact,’she will do 2a 
lot more than what she is doing now 
in aid of the Allies. It is now evident 
that it is not merely Europe’s own 
war*for if the Axis Powers are not 
stopped, the war. will be brought to 
the doorstep of the United States. 

With the possibilities of the Soviet 
fighting on the side of the Allies, the 
French living abroad rendering every 
possible assistance in man-power and 
resources and the United States giv 
ing its unlimited aid in warplanes 
and ammunition, it is fatuous to 
say that democracy’s days are num~ 
pered.

Opponents of Secretary Hull’s re- 
ciprocal trade policy have urged that 
the programme be put on ice until the 
end of the war, on the grounds that 
‘the discriminatory restrictions im- 
posed by the Allies on their foreign 
trade vitiate any agreements with 
them,. and that conditions are now 
so abnormal that agreersients with the 
non-belligerents can be of little use. 
A report of the Foreign Policy As-~ 
sociation on “Six Years of American 
Tariff Bargaining,” after surveying 
the record of the programme up to the 
outbreak of hostilities, discussess the 
sort of policy suitable to the United 
States during the present war. : 

It is noted that, despite the depre- 
ciation .of French, British and Cana- 
dian foreign exchange, there has 
been only a moderate increase in 
imports from ‘these countries, far less “ 
indeed than the gain in their purchases 
here. The view is expressed-that the 
present policy of generalising” trade 
concessions extending their benefits to 
all other countries that .do likewise— 
while perhaps not always safeguard- 
ing American trade against discrimina- 
tion, is decidedly preferable to the al- 
ternative policy of. retaliation and 
commercial warfare. Since, further, 
this country clearly favours the Allies 
“on grounds of general policy, it may 
be inadvisable to hamper the Allies by 


‘interfering too strenuously with their 


wartime commercial practices.” 

As to the post-war period, it is, of 
course, impossible to foresee. the con- 
ditions that will then prevail. A 
policy of “fighting fire with, fire” by 
means of bilateral bargaining for ex~ 
clusive preferences would not only 
reduce our important triangular 
trade, in which exports to one countty 
offset imports from another, but would 
probably force far-reaching govern-. 
mental control over all activities con~ 
nected with foreign trade. 

_The Allies have expressed the de— 
sire to return as soon as possible to 
the relatively free-trade relations of 
the past. But even should this not be 
practicable at once, the retention of | 
the American trade programme will be 
important as a‘rallying point for those 
who are seeking to level international 
barrfers.

JUDGMENT WITH COSTS was given. to the .Glen Line, 
Limited in their action against thé Socony-Vacuum Cor- 
poration arising out of a collision in the Yellow Sea on 
June 15, 1937, between their ship, s.s. Flintshire and 


the tanker “Yarraville.” 


In his written .dgment the chief 
Justice, Sir Atholl MacGregor said:— 


-On the morning of June 15, 1937 the 
“Flintshire” and the “Yarraville” were 
in collision in the Yellow Sea. 

The “Flintshire” was on a voyage 
from Tsingtao to Shanghai and was 
on.a course South 2° West, the ‘Yar- 
raville’ was bound from Shanghai to 
Dairen and her course was North 3° 
East so that the vessels, as is to be ex- 


‘| pected in these waters were on prac- 


tically parallel courses. 
The times of the two vessels vary by 
one minute, and, save where I ‘have to 


_| consider the handling and navigation 


of the “Yarraville,” in which case I 
adopt her own. times, I have for pur- 
poses of convenience adopted the times 
given by the “Flintshire,” which are 


one minute ahead of the times given. 


by the “Yarraville.” 

About 4.54 a.m. .indications of fog 
were seen, the “Flintshire’s” engines 
were put at standby, at 4.56 the en- 
gines were put to slow, and the regu~- 
Jation blast’ was blown at the pre- 
scribed intervals. At 7.07 am. the 
whistle of another ship was heard and 
the “Flintshire’s” engines were at once 
stopped. At 7.08 am. her engines 
were put slow ahead, and, as the ma- 
jority of.opinion aboard was that the 
signals were from a ship on her star- 
board bow her helm was ported a 
point.. At 7.10 a.m. everyone was sa- 
tisied that the ether vessel was in 
fact on the “Flintshire’s” starboard 
bow. 

She was put again on her ori- 
ginal course of South 2° West. The 
other vessel’s signals appeared to be 
broadening on the “Flintshire’s” star- 
board bow. At 7.14‘a.m. the “Flint- 
shire’s” engines were put half ahead. 
At 7.15 a.m. those on the “Flintshire” 
heard two long blasts from the other 
vessel, and that signal, indicating that 
the other vessel was dead in the wa- 
ter, continued at regulation intervals. 
At 7.20 a.m. the “Flintshire’s” engines 
were put slow ahead, and at 7.27 a.m. 
as those on board the “Flintshire” were 
Suspicious of the correctness of the 
“Yarraville’s” two blast'signal the 
“Flintshire’s” engines were stopped. 
At 7.33 am, a single blast was heard 
from the “Yarraville” and almnst sim- 
ultaneously a ripple was seen on the 
water and the “Yarraville” emerged 
from the fog crossing the “Flintshire’s”’ 
bows from starboard to port. The 
“Flintshire’s” engines were put full 
astern and her helm hard aport. At 
7.34 a.m, the vessels were in collision 
the ‘“Yarraville’s” course then being 
estimated by those in the “Flintshire’s” 
as approximately True East. 

The “Yarraville” when’ she.first en~ 
countered fog was proceeding ata 
speed of 11 knots. When she ran into 
fog she put her engines to:standby and 
continued at full’speed until: a time 
which she gives at 7.23 a.m. She states

that she then heard a whistle appar- 
ently fine on the port bow whereupon , 
her engines were. stopped. She then 
alleges that at 7.30 a.m..she had run . 
all her -way. off and was dead in .the 
water, and she then. sounded: the ‘first 
of a series of two blast signals. 
From these two accounts it is clear 
that there is:a serious discrepancy 
between the: recollection ‘of those in 
the “Flintshire” and those in ' the 
“Yarraville.” After careful considera- 
tion of all the evidence.I have no 
hesitation in accepting the times giv- 
en by the “Flintshire” wherever such 
conflict exists. . . no ae 


It has not been contended that the 
“Yarraville” was not. in. fault and. I 
find her in default.in four separate 
respects. ee 
_ (I) On her own:showing from. 6.53: 
a.m. when she ran into fog ‘she con-- 
tinued at her full speed of 11 knots 
until 7.23 am. That speed, I am sa— 
tisfled, was in such circumstances ex-- 
cessive. : 

.. (1) .If her speed at ‘7.23 ain. was: 1) 
knots through the water I find it im- 
possible to believe that without taking. - 
any retarding -action except stopping. 
the engines at 7.23 a.m. she could have 
been dead in ‘the water at 7.30 nor am 
I impressed by the sufficiency .of ‘the 
steps taken by. Captain East and “Mr. 
Boyd to satisfy themselves that in. 
tact she- had all way off by that time. 
I am satisfied that the “Yarraville” 
sounded the two blast signal sorhe 
time before she was dead in the water. 

(III) The startling admission. by’ 
both Captain East and. Mr. Boyd that 
in a fog, with engines stopped and 
with an appreciable south easterly 
swell neither of them took the trou- 
ble to observe the compass or in any 
way to ascertain how their ship was 
heading is almost incredible, There 
is evidence that the “Yarraville” feH 
off her course 65 or 70 degrees to: 
starboard and indeéd.it is only on the 
assumption that she so fell off that I. 
can understand the evidence that the 
‘Flintshire’s” signals were heard.,: on’ 
the Yarraville’s port bow. mene: 

(Iv) At 7.33 am. the “Yarraville’”. 
put her engines half ahead and - her 
helm hard astarboard, all at a time’ °* 
when no officer 
trouble to observe their own heading 
and when they had no means of know- 


ing how the “Flintshire” was ‘heading. ---.- 


So far as the second of. these faults 
is concerned I am unable to hold that’ 
it in fact contributed to the collision. 
It is clear from the evidence of Cap- 
tain Christie and Mr, Munday that. at 
ley t as early as 7.27 am. they - had 
formed a suspicion amounting virtual~ 
ly to a conviction: that the. two blast 
signal from the “Yarraville” was fal- 
lacious and that in fact she. still had: 
way on her and was moving: through 
the water, and I cannot therefore hold. 
that they were misled by that. signal... 

Mr. D’Almada_ while frankly ad- 
mitting the liability of the “Yarra-- 
ville” has argued that the “Flintshire’” 
also was at fault. A 7.27 am, the: 
“Flintshire’s” engines were stopped, . 
but, says Mr. D'Almada, that precau-- 
tionary measure was’ not’ sufficient, 
and she ought to’ have gone astern, at 
the same time taking appropriate:helm- 
action to minimise swing.

JAPANESE 
RAID ON 
CHUNGKING - 


Chungking, To-day. 

Japanese aircraft in three 
groups raided the western 
outskirts of Chungking yes- 
terday afternoon; the univer- 
sity area at Shapingpa was 
again subjected to heavy 
aerial bombing. _. 


Chinese fighters engaged.the raiders 
in a severe aerial battle the results 
of which are not yet known. 

The alarm sounded at 11 am. when 
Japanese aircraft in several groups 
were reported to be heading for 
Chungking. It was thought they were 
flying to Chengtu or Kiating because 
they were sighted heading westward 
along the Chengtu road, but at about 
2:30 p.m. the raiders suddenly turned 
eastward towards Chungking, reaching 
the capital at 3 p.m. ; 

They dropped bombs on the weet 
ern outskirts. mainly in the univer: 
sity area where the Central Univer- 
sity had already been bombed twice. 
On Wednesday, five groups of Ja- 

panese aircraft headed westward for 


’ Chungking but owing to bad weather 


dropped their. bombs in the vicinity
